TRANSVAAL TO YIELD. 

Compromise Suggestion by Orange Free 
State to Be Adopted In Interest 
of Peace. 

Pretoria, July G.— The special confer- 
ence between President Kruger and 
members of the cabinet and Mr. Fischer, 
a member of the executive council of the 
Orange Free State, who was the bearer 
of compromise suggestions from the 
Free State in the matter of the dispute 
between the Transvaal and Great Brit- 
ain, ,ind Hofmeyer, the Afrikander 
leader, has been practically concluded.

Seattle, July (I.— Stories of woe and 
hardship divided interest with the gold 
brought down from the North to-day by 
the passengers on the steamer City of 
Topeka.

They wore 
weakened by a terrible winter in the 
interior of a desolate country that seems 
to be, entirely barren of the yellow stuff 
abounding in the Yukon. 

There was $300,000 on the Topeka in 
actual dust, according to Purser R. ('. 
Jones. He had over $200,000 in his 
safe during the run down from Juneau. 
J. T. Kenyon, V. W. Heywood and 
Judge Ostraudcr were perhaps the rich- 
est men on board, having over 400 
pounds of dust between them. 

There were nearly 50 unfortunate Cop- 
per river miners on board. They found 
no gold in the desolate country, and say 
that everyone will leave the district un- 
less big deposits are found before winter. 
The government relief expendition under 
Ciipt. Abercrombie saved many lives. 
Abercrombie is now far in the interior 
working on an all-American mail road. 

Four men were drowned in the wreck 
of Dnrgin's scow in Five Finger rapids. 
They were L. Green. IL Tingley, Wil- 
liam Hoffman and H. Mahlin, all of 
Puget Sound. The drowning of four 
young Canadians is reported from Taku 
river. George Nolan, of San Francisco, 
escaped the wreck of their raft and was 
brought into Juneau by two prospectors, 
nearly starved.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN'S AFFAIRS. 

Colonial Secretary Did Nol Participate 
In Bargaining With His 
Own Company, 

London. July 0.— Mr, Chamberlain 
made a personal stattment in the House 
of Commons to-day with reference to 
the comment which has been aroused by 
the fact that, though a shareholder in 
the Niger Company, he had voted in 
favor of the transfer of that corpora- 
tion's territory to the British government. 
Mr. Chamberlain said in effect that his 
interest in the Niger Company was 
£5,000, and that when the question of 
revocation of the company's charter 
arose, ho asked the Marquis of Salisbury 
nrd his colleagues in the government to 
rulii ve him of any participation in the 
negotiations. In accordance with this 
request, the negotiations have been en- 
tjrely in the hands of Sir Michael Ilioks- 
Beach, chancellor of the exchequer. Mr. 
Chamberlain added that be had voted for 
the resolution of Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, which was only formal, but that 
ho would not participate in any future 
discussion or vote. If, Mr. Chamberlain 
concluded, he voted as a shareholder, he 
would vote against the transactnn.

The regiments to be organized 
will be designated 20th, 27th, 2Sth, 20th, 
.".Oth. 31st, 32d, 33d, 34th and 35th reg- 
iments of infantry., U. S. volunteers. Ap- 
plicants for commissions from officers of 
the regular army must have had ser- 
vice during the Spanish-American war. 
The recruiting service of the regular 
army will be charged with recruiting 
from thi' country at large men for ser- 
vice in these volunteer regiments, whose 
enlistments will be made for the period 
(Milling June 30, 1001, unless sooner dis- 
charged, and without restrictions as to 
citizenship or educational qualifications, 
but in till other respects under the same 
rules and regulations as arc pvosctloed 
for recruiting the regular service. Ex- 
cept in special oases only unmnrried 
men wll be enlisted. 

In view of the probable severe service 
and the climatic conditions to which 
they must be subjected, the physical 
qualifications of men and officers is of 
the first importance. Only those thor- 
oughly qualified will be enlisted. The 
regiments will consist of fifty officers 
and 1,301) enlisted men each.

If any Christian has 
losi his enthusiasm, these figures should 
bo il source of Inspiration. In England the 
Baptists lead In Christian Endeavor, in 
Australia the Wcsleyan Methodists, in Can- 
ada the Methocists and lu the United States 
the Presbyterians.

"We must exalt 
day by day and hour by hour," said he, 
"'(his Christ, this King of Kings and Lord 
tof Lords, who dragged the Creeks, pulled 
the Romans and compelled the Hebrews 
to write upon his cross, whether it was In 
Irony or sober fact, that he was King of 
till! .lews. 

"The Creek language is the language ot 
Intellect, the Hebrew is the language of 
Hie human heart, the Roman is the language 
of the human will. Superlative intelligence, 
profound emotion, resistless will, a com- 
bination of all these Is necessary to express 
with any degree of adequacy the great 
fact of the atonement. Some of you In 
tills audience are Romans, some are Creeks, 
but most of you have more of the Hebrew 
In your natures, more of the human heart 
and human emotions. It is the hour for 
the Christian Endeavor Society to take 
the language of the Roman, the language 
or the Creek, and Hie language of the 
Hebrew, and write, in the name of intellect, 
the name of resistless will, and the name 
of humanity "Phis Is our King, (lie King of 
Kings and Lord of Lords."

Nowadays 
the transfer of goods by land is so gen- 
eral thai interruptions by sea as a rule 
do nothing to promote the ending of war, 
but that interruption may destroy ac- 
cumulations of human wealth and skill 
requiring a generation to make good, 
while the losses cannot bo confined to 
belligerents alone, but must affect more 
or less directly the whole world." 

Mr. White warmly repudiated the sup- 
position that, the Americans were ani- 
mated by selfish considerations. They 
were eminently practical, he said, but 
not less pre-eminently devoted to great 
ideals. This he illustrated by referring 
to the enormous sacrifices made during 
the civil war and the devotion of the 
Americans to arbitration. But the ques- 
tion lie was urging upon the delegates, 
lie asserted, was one of right, justice and 
progress for the whole world, and this 
all Americans felt deeply. Nor could 
tile acceptance of the American proposal 
injure any nation. On the contrary it 
would strengthen all. The bead of Hie 
delegation concluded witli an eloquent 
appeal to the jurists, diplomats and 
Statesmen of all nations assembled in the 
conference to take the subject under 
careful consideration, declaring in the 
words ot' Count Nesselrodc that " the 
addition of this principle to international 
law would bo a crown of glory to UlC 
world's diplomacy." 

One of tlie Dutch delegates supported 
Mr. White, and suggested that the gov- 
ernments favoring the idea should con- 
clude treaties among themselves. 

Sir Julian Puunccfote, head of the 
British delegation, said that British 
opinion was divided on the subject and 
that he had no instructions regarding it.

M. Bourgeois, head of the Kreneb dele- 
gation, and Onpt.

The Ameri- 
can aud Canadian contingent was well 
represented, and hundreds of transient 
visitors were present. A prominent fig- 
ure was Mr, R. C. Lehman, who coached 
the Harvard University crew for two 
seasons. Musses of boats were oil the 
river, while the meadow swarmed with 
coaches and wagonettes. 

Interest centred in th eight-oared 
race, being the sixth heat of the Gland 
Challenge Cup, between the ArgonutUS 
of Toronto and the London Rowing Club, 
which proved well worth seeing. It 
looked like a good thing for the visitors, 
but the old adage about youth and its 
day came painfully into view again. 
The Canadians rowed a wonderfully 
gamey race, but the Londoners cer- 
tainly improved as they went along. 
Rudgc stroked with great judg- 
und the advisability of Ctipt. Low 
in sera telling his four in the Stewards' 
cup race was manifested. Some people 
blamed him, but the result justified the 
means. It was better to be in at the 
death of one race than to be knocked 
out twice in the second round. 

London started rowing 40 strokes a 
minute, to the Canadians' ">S,« and 
slipped away at the outset. They were 
half n length ahead at the Rectory, and 
nt half distance were a length and a half 
ahead. The time at this point was ." 
minutes :iS seconds. Then the Argo- 
nauts spurted grandly, creeping up inch 
by inch, until (>(>() yards from home they 
were on even terms. A punishing tussle 
ensued, but London just contrived to stay 
the better, and won the heat by a bare 
half boat length. Time, 7 minutes, 13 
seconds. 

The seventh heat of the Diamond Sculls 
was an attractive event. The winner of 
tills race would qualify for the final heat 
<if this classical event. The faei that Hem- 
merde, of the Lennders, had rowed so con- 
sistently all through the practice, making 
ids half course la time which ranged be- 
tween four minutes and four minutes and 
ten seconds, made him and adversary to be 
reckoned with. 

Nothing whatever marred the day's s|sirt 
until It was Hearing a close. Then occur- 
red the first mishap. This was when the 
bad steering of the Trinity t'ollege four 
caused them not only to lose the race, 
but to break their boat. At the first at- 
tempt at a start Cambridge fouled Mag- 
dalen. At the next attempt Cambridge 
tried to carry away a pile and ended with 
a smashed rigger. This was the end of a 
magnificent quartette of oarsmen. They 
have no one but themselves to blame. Had 
they kept their heads it Is more probable 
that they would have got Into the final, 
but the trainer and coach proposes and 
the coxswain disposes. Taken as a whole, 
however, the day's racing was voted most 
satisfactory. 

The rowing public has not been slow to 
display its appreciation of Ashe's conduct 
yesterday In taking advantage of his legal 
right to claim a foul, thus depriving Thomp- 
son, of the - Argonauts, of a hard fought 
race in the fifth heat for the Diamond 
Sculls. All along the course to-day In 
the heat with RIilekstafTe Ashe was re- 
spectfully and sympathetically advised to 
"protest," and as the heat was a proces- 
sion, Blackstuffe winning in by a quarter 
mile. Ashe must have felt rather uucoui- 
fortuble.

FORTUNES IN COPPER 



Fabulous Wealth In the Mon- 
tana Mines— Gold and Sil- 
ver at a Discount. 



from the St, Louis Globe-Democrat. 

Butte. Mont., Juno. 20.— Scarcely a 
month ago advertisements were to l>e 
soon in thu leading newspapers oC the 
country tasking for subscriptions to- the 
$75,000,000 capital stock or the Asralga- 
luiited Copper Company, then in ; proeess 
of fomiution. The result far exceeded 
the 'expectations o£ the most ««iguine, 
reaching, as it did, $4115,000,000 in boua 
fide subscriptions, to say nothing of the 
"straw bids" which were denied an ac- 
counting. By the terms of the pros- 
pectus, if an over-subscription was had, 
the allotment of -stock was to be propor- 
tionate to tiie subscription. Conse- 
quently, in tlie multiple of each dollar 
subscribed ISc. worth of stock was is- 
sued. This was doubtless the most suc- 
cessful financing of a trust formation 
known to modern history, Hhus indicating 
a wonderful and heretofore compara- 
tively unknown demand for copper pro- 
perties. The "fever" had spread to such 
;ui extent that orders for stock were 
received from London, Berlin and other 
European financial centres. 

In view of the remarkable interest 
shown in copper, a description of the 
copper developments in this state, both 
within and without the so-called trust, 
will doubtless prove interesting. The 
consolidation affected the Anaconda, 
Boston and Montana, Butte and Boston, 
L'urrott and Colorado Copper Companies, 
whose mines are all located in this city, 
and who produce approximately 75 per 
cent, of Butte's output; the larger con- 
cerns retaining their individuality being 
the Montana Ore Purchasing Company, 
liutte Reduction Company, Lexington 
and Alice Mining Companies. 

That the magnitude of Montana's cop- 
per production may be realized, reference 
is made to the latest complete report- 
that of 1S97 — showing the world's out- 
put to have been 412,000 long tons, of 
which the United States produced 1127,- 
7015, Spain being second with 54,000. Of 
the 510,000,000 , pounds credited to the 
United -States, Montana's share was 
2157,000,000, or nearly 50 per etuiti. 
Michigan being second with 145,000. As 
Butte contributes fully 90 per cent, of 
Montana's .total, it may thus be seen that 
she produces virtually 45 per cent, of 
the world's total. 

Butte's production last year shows a 
falling off. the total having been 217,000,- 
000 pounds, explainable by a fire in one 
of the larger ■mines, which necessitated a 
closing down for several months. How- 
ever, the increased price for the metal 
in the market made the value of the les- 
sened quantity" nearly equal to that of the 
greater amount produced in 1897, which 
year witnessed the maximum production. 

The first discovery of copper in Mon- 
tana was made in 1804, " by two pros- 
pectors in search of gold in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Butte. The first prin- 
cipal development of a copper " pros- 
pect " was mode in 1860 in the same 
locality, and during the same year the 
first furnace was established near the 
present site of the Parrott mine. From 
this latter date to the present time the 
development has been rapid, as the 
yearly production, taken from govern- 
ment reports, shown by the following 
table well illustrates: 



nei\ Hence it would be but natural for 
the amalgamated company to smell all 
its ores at Anaconda, where almost un- 
limited capacity exists, and which place 
has direct communication with the Butte 
mines by means of its own railroad, 
rather than pay transportation charges 
thereon to an independent railroad ftft 
nearly eight times the distance t<> .'.na- 
couda. it is believed that the trust will 
shortly close down the Parrott and 
Colorado smelters, located ia this city. 

Another disagreeable feature to the 
laboring classes is the company store 
system now in vogue with the Anaconda 
Company, and as Marcus Daly inaugu- 
rated that plan, he, as president of the 
new company, would not be loath to ex- 
tend it to his new employees, affecting, 
at a low estimate, 25,000 people. 

Uitrmor has had it for some time past 
of an international copper trust, embrac- 
ing the leading Spanish, Montana, Michi- 
gan and Arizona companies, with United 
States Senator Clark as its head, but 
as this would necessitate a business 
understanding at least between those 
two copper kings, Clark and Daly, to 
men acquainted with those arch enemies 
the matter is regarded as visionary, to 
say the least. In fact Mr. Clark is 
very emphatic in his denial of the report, 
and as his aversion to copper trusts was 
made so evident by his frustration of the 
famous French combine 15 years ago, 
the story receives but little credence 
here; yet many profess to believe that 
Clark will consolidate his interests here 
with those of the llein/.e brothers to 
light Daly's new company. 

innumerable suits are pending in the 
courts between the Ilein/.es and the 
companies in the trust for infringements 
in underground boundary Hues, apexes, 
titles to mines, etc., involving vast sums 
of money- Should these suits result un- 
favorably to the amalgamated concern, 
their balance of power would be materi- 
ally reduced, and the fight for supremacy 
both commercial and political, would in- 
deed be a pretty one. 

The outcome, whatever it may be, is 
watched with great interest by the people 
of the state, who, while fearing the 
worst, as was evidenced here by the 
sentiments expressed at the mass meet- 
ing on Miners' Union day, are not 
wholly without hope that something may 
transpire to stay the hand of the threat- 
ened mining and smelting octopus, which 
would affect so many of the state's in- 
dustries directly dependent thereupon.

This copper ore is quite pregnant with 
other precious metals, last year's output 
having contained $1,144,053 in silver and 
$11,031,009 gold, a total of $12,775,902. 
This " windtall " is termed a by-product; 
that is, if the ore were extracted solely 
for the gold aud silver it contains, the 
operation would prove unprofitable, 
whereas otherwise it proves a handsome 
source of profit to the mine owners. 

Before the Rothschilds purchased a 
controlling interest in the Anaconda 
Company, their experts pronounced, after 
a most "rigid examination, the mines of 
Butte to be practically inexhaustible, 
and this year's production, it is believed, 
will eclipse them all, the Anaconda Com- 
pany alone having done development 
work uiuil 3,000,000 tons are in sight. 

The number Of miners employed in the 
mines here last year averaged about 
7 00(1 daily whose pay was at the rate of 
$3.50 for ten shifts— the regulation 
union scale. Thus they receive emolu- 
ments aggregation nearly three-quarters 
of a million dollars per month, which, it 
is believed, amply justifies Butte's claim 
of being " the world's largest mining 
camp." , , 

The ratio between those employed 
underground .mid those engaged in refin- 
ing the ore after its extraction is about 
five to six; that is to say, while there 
are 7,000 men engaged in producing the 
rough ore, the services of. 8,400 are re- 
quired in its treatment at. the various 
smelters, to say nothing of the vast 
number employed in preparing timber, 
coal and coke for use in .the mines. 

About 100 tons of metallic copper per 
month is produced in a novel manner 
•it one of the -"hill" mines by means 01 
what is termed the "precipitation 
plant," located just below the mine. As 
the water pumped from the mine is 
highly impregnated with sulphide of 
copper, this solution is led lotto a large 
number of vats filled with all sorts ol 
scrap iron and tin wins. A chemical 
action ensues that precipitates the cop- 
per, and its place in .the soluble salt is 
taken by the iron. 

In average reached by Assay* r 1. la- 
den of the United Stales assay OiHcc ill 
Helena, shows the net cost of mining 
the copper ore to have been S,J.<7 per 
ton; the net cost or treatment, 
per ton— it total cost of $7.89. The 
average yield was $11.22 pur ton (in- 
cluding gold and silver), or a profit of 
$:i:Xl on each ton produced.

Mr. Cotton avoids talliing about the 
attempted dismissal of Mr. Murtin, on 
tie ground that everything in connec- 
tion with it is in the nature of :i cnbinot 
secret. This is no reason for silence. 
It is intelligible that Mr. Cotton may 
think the least said the soonest mend- 
ed, and may desire by holding his tongue 
to put himself in a position to take ad- 
vantage of any turn in the cards. Such 
a course may be a prudent one from 
his point of view, but it is far from being 
a courageous one. It is idle to pretend 
that the request for Mr. Martin's resig- 
nation and the facts leading up to it are 
in the nature of cabinet secrets. The 
whole business has been published at 
length in the papers, and all the facts 
upon which Mr. Semlin based his action 
were open, public aad notorious before 
he did anything at all. In fact, he only 
acted when he did because he, and we 
believe Mr. Cotton also, thought the de- 
mand upon Mr. Martin was iu accord 
with public seutiiucnt. As a matter of 
fact, a request from a Premier to one 
of bis colleagues for his resignation is 
not a cabinet secret. It may be a party 
secret. In this cuse it is not that, cer- 
tainly. Most people will agree with us 
when we say that Mr. Cotton ought to 
have been quite ready to express him- 
self 'upon the extraordinary situation that 
has arisen, which, we submit, demands 
perfect frankness on the part o-f all con- 
cerned. It is, however, quite too much 
to expect frankness from Mr. Cotton 
in political mutters.

PUBLIC OPINION. 

The dominant force in Canada is 
•public opinion. It is something like a 
great current. In Its grasp politicians, 
no matter how experienced and able, are 
powerless. The statesman, is the man 
who sees the set of the current and 
takes advantage of it. This is not time- 
serving. We have forgotten who it 
was, but a certain English public man 
used to say that " everybody knew more 
than anybody." The people know what 
they want, far more accurately than any 
individual does in advance, and usually 
they have a pretty accurate idea of what 
is good for them. There were people in 
Canada two or three years ago who 
believed the next federal elections would 
be run on the Manitoba school question 
and the tariff. Who ever speaks of 
these matters now? There may be iso- 
lated localities where they will piny 
some part at another election, but the 
people of Canada will not divide on 
them again. The people soon tire of 
any issue, and constantly demand some- 
thing new. For a time they can be led 
like sheep by a smart leader, but they 
have a remarkable fashion of turning 
aside into now fields. Last, year we saw 
in this province that, public opinion, 
which was then in a formative process, 
owing to the inllux of many new people 
ami the creation of new interests, was 
restless and uncertain in its movement, 
nnd the result, was seen in the elections, 
which left parties equally balanced 
nominally and a sufficient number of 
members in a hesitating mood to ensure 
a majority for any ministry that might 
be in office. The province did not know 
just what it wanted hist year, and in 
this respect the legislature was quite- 
representative. No man now doubts 
that if the Lieutenant-Governor had not 
interfered, Mr. Turner would yet be in 
power with a. good working majority. 
He might have "been compelled to recast 
his cabinet to some extent. Indeed the 
defeat of Mr. G. B. Martin would have 
made this necessarj; but he would 
have remained in power, and with ordin- 
ary good judgment could have continued 
in otliee during the whole term of the 
legislature. To say this is not to retlect 
upon the credit of any member of the 
house- There was not the least reason 
why a sufficient number of those who 
have supported Mr. Setnlia could not 
have supported Mr. Turner on ins policy, 
as presented to the new house, to have 
given him a substantial majority. 

During the hist year public opinion has 
been crystallizing. When we speak of 
public -opinion we do not. mean the gossip 
of a few people on the streets who devot 
their leisure to talking politics and who 
hope indirectly if not directly to gain 
something from a change of government, 
This is not public opinion. This is the 
froth on the surface or the current, 
which is churned about by surface In- 
Hueaccs into eddies, whirlpools and the 
like. Public opinion is the great force 
lying beneath it all, and this is what 
must he heeded now. No matter how 
nice looking a fabric may be set up. if 
its builders fail to take notice of this 
great secret force, it will be swept into 
oblivion on the first occasion that it 
feels the resistless tide. What this mas- 
tering public opinion demands is a gov- 
ernment for British Columbia that will 
not he formed in the interest of any 
man. any single influence or anything 
else except the welfare of the great body 
,,f the people. There is not a man in 
the province, however prominent, not an 
interest in the country, however large, 
that public opinion will consider for a 
single moment, as worthy (if any but a 
secondary place at this crisis. 

THE FOOLISH TIMES. 

The Times must have a very low esti- 
mate of the intelligence of its readers, 
judging from the remarks in reply to the 
Colonist anent Sir Hibbert Tapper's mo- 
tion for a judicial inquiry. Our contem- 
porary occupies considerable space with 
this subject, but all that really has any 
bearing upon if is its claim that Sir 
Hibbert Tapper ought not to have made 
charges concerning the truth of which 
he bad no personal knowledge. If this 
rule were applied to newspapers, we 
fear the Times would very suddenly sus- 
pend publication. But it is not the rule 
of journalism, aad it is not the rule ot 
parliament. If the Times will inform 
itself as to parliamentary procedure, it 
will learn that the formula used in ask- 
ing for a conmiission on inquiry is that 
the member makes certain allegations 
which ho believes be can prove. It is 
absolutely impossible that a member of 
parliament can have a personal know- 
lcdgcTof more than a mere- fragment of 
the subjects proper for discussion in 
that body. To come down to the' strict 
facts, there are probably not live mem- 
bers of parliament who know from per- 
sonal knowledge thut there is such 'a 
thing on earth as the Yukon river, that 
gold has been discovered on some of its 
tributaries, that Major Walsh and Com- 
missioner Fawcett were government of- 
ficials there, or that any one has been 
wrongfully treated. Probably not ii sin- 
gle member Of parliament knows the lat- 
ter. JJeucc, if a member cun only speak 
from Bis personal knowledge, the at- 
tention of pnxusmeut can never be drawn 
to any wrong-doing In that part of Can- 
ada . Afll this with apologies to Colonist 
readers, for it is only printed with a 
vague hope that something less than a 
surgical operation may suffice to get an 
idea into the head of the Times. We 
venture to add for the Information of 
our- contemporary that it will probably 
search, in vain through the records of 
parliament to discover a case whore a 
member asked for n commission of lu- 
quiry into facts within his personal 
knowledge, ^ , ^iij&illti?

We print a letter from Mr. F. S. Rey- 
nolds, of Ashcroft, on the condition of 
the Cariboo roiid. It is impossible to 
state the case any more strongly than he 
does, but if there is anything the Colo- 
nist 'can tlo to help secure for this, im- 
portant highway the consideration it 
deserves, it will be cheerfully done. We 
think we can voice the -views of the 
Victoria members and say that they ore 
and all will be ready to support, any 
government iu a liberal appropriation 
towards this service. Cariboo is a dis- 
trict of great possibilities, but it cannot 
be properly developed without better 
means of communication than it now has. 
In view of what Mr. Reynolds says, we 
submit to the government that this is a 
case where a special warrant might very 
properly be issued.

There was little or nothing new to 
report in the political situation yesterday, 
beyond the fact that at a meeting of the 
executive a date was set for a caucus of 
the supporters of the government- The 
day decided upon was July 2(i, thus giv- 
ing the members from the remote parts 
of the province an opportunity to attend. 
The whole situation will be discussed, 
but just what the members will be 
asked to vote on seems at present 
shrouded in some mystery. Mr. Semlin 
might ask the members to pass a reso- 
lution endorsing his; action iu culling on 
Mr. Martin to resign. Should the mem- 
bers refuse to do so, the Premier would 
find himself in a rather awkward posi- 
tion, and even if they did pass it, Mr. 
Martin might still decline to give up his 
portfolio. There was a good deal of 
guessing done yesterday as to the sides 
the government members will take. So 
far they have been keeping a discreet 
silence. It lias been no secret, how- 
ever, since the last session of the legis- 
lature that some of the members who 
just after the general election would 
have selected Mr. Martin as leader if 
that had been possible without breaking 
up the party, have since changed their 
opinions regarding the politician from 
Manitoba. They hardly appreciated the 
manner in which he treated thorn on 
occasions when they had reasons to 
interview him, and further, many of his 
actions tended to antagonize their con- 
stituents. The question is whether they 
will be able to bury their personal feel- 
I ings against the Attorney-General in the 
crisis that he has brought about. In 
Victoria the feeling is certainly against 
Mr. Martin, aud even the few Liberal 
supporters of the government who still 
slick up for him openly say they chiefly 
do so for fear that if he is dropped out 
of the cabinet the government would be 
a distinct Conservative one. On the 
oilier hand, both Mr. Semlin and Mr. 
Cotton have assured their supporters 
that they have no wish to divide on 
party lines, and certainly Dr. McKeclmie 
and Mr. Hume, both Liberals, would not 
be parties to such a movement. 

The correspondence between the Pre- 
mier and Mr. Martin was forwarded to 
Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes by the 
Tees early yesterday morning. Those 
who claim to know the stand that the 
Governor will take, say that he will re- 
turn to Victoria immediately upon the 
receipt of the correspondence, and take 
action before the government supporters 
have an opportunity to decide between 
the Premier aud the Attorney-General. 
If the mail goes straight through, be 
could easily reach here before the 20th. 
The supporters of the government seem 
lo be unanimously of the opinion that he 
will follow the advice of the Premier. It 
was his objection to Mr. Martin being in 
authority, it is said, thai, led him to call 
on Mr. Heaven to form a government 
upon the dismissal of the Turner minis- 
try. 

Pending the return of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, reports of the meetings of 
tbe executive would make most interest- 
ing reading, or probably; a group photo- 
graph would be better. 

In regard to the charge made by Mr. 
Martin that he was anxious to form a 
Conservative government, lion. F. Car- 
ter-Cotton hist evening reiterated his 
former statements that be was opposed 
to tin division of tic provincial parlies 
on Dominion party lives. lie bad al- 
ways been opposed t > it. he said, and 
cited as an illustration bis action with 
respect to the Conservative convention. 
If Mr. Martin had been longer in tie- 
province he would have known that Air. 
Cotton had for years fought with Lib- 
erals against the late and previous pro- 
vincial governments. As to the state- 
ments contained in Mr. Martin's letter, 
he said: "You know we are sworn Ui 
secrecy, otherwise what be says could be 
knocked into a cocked bat,"

Big Run on Rivers Inlet but 
Fish Scarce on the 
Skeena. 



British Patrol Fleet for Ben. 
ring Sea— Dangers to 
Navigation. 



Northern cannery business is now in 
fall swing. Fish axe running thick on 
Rivers Inlet and boats arc making an 
average catch of 100 salmon a day. On 
the Skeena, where the fishing season 
started earlier, conditions are reversed. 
Only un average catch of from 18 to 20 
fish to the boat is being taken, and the 
Indians, discontented with their success, 
have struck for higher wages. Such 
was the news brought from the northern 
fishing grounds by the steamer Bos- 
sowitz yesterday. The Indians of the 
Skeena were anxious to take passage on 
the steamer down to Rivers Inlet, but 
the vessel, out of consideration for eau- 
nerymen, refused to carry them. One 
of the big drawbacks to fibbing on the 
Skeena so far this year has been the 
cloudy weather, which keep the 



dark, 



fish to the bottom of the river. No large 
packs have consequently been made, the 
biggest put up at the time the steamer 
left being that of Cunningham's, con- 
sisting of 1,000 cases. The Boscowitz 
brought MO cases down to Victoria, be- 
sides a quantity of furs. Among her 
passengers were Rev. Dr. Large, of 
Bella Bella, who is going to Stevestou 
to engage in missionary work during the 
fishing season; Miss Long, a school 
teacher of Kitimaat, on vacation; R. 
Draney, of Naas river, who is suffering 
with rheumatism; and Walter Willis- 
croft, who came down to secure some 
machinery for his mill at Olaxton. The 
steamer sailed again for the North last 
evening, and will call at Steveston to-day 
for four or five hundred empty salmon 
boxes for the Brunswick cannery. She 
had a good load of both freight and 
passengers leaving here.

WORK OF EGEKIA. 

Some of the Dangers of the Gulf of 
Georgia Pointed Out. 

Information has been received from 
the commanding officer of Her Majesty's 
surveying vessel Egeria of the existence 
of the following shoals southeastward of 
White rock, between Trineomalie and 
Stuart channels, Strait of Georgia: 

1. A rocky head steep-to, with a depth 
of 12 feet, from which the centre of 
White rock bears W. N. W. % W. (N. 
58 deg. E. true), distant 750 yards, and 
Reef point, S. Mi E-, easterly (S. 21 deg. 
true). 

2. A rocky shoal 200 yards long in a 
N. W. arid S. E. direction and 100 yards 
broad, on which there is a depth of only 
three feet, from which White rock bears 
N. W. by W. % W., westerly (N. 41 deg. 
W. true) distant 000 yards, and Reef 
point. S. % E. (S. 15 deg. W. true). 

3. A rocky shoal about .'W0 yards long 
in a N. W. and S. E. direction and 100 
yards broad, with a least depth of nine 
feet, from which White rock bears W. 
% N. (N. 59 deg. W. true), distant 400 
yards, and Reef point S. by E. % E. (S. 
10 deg. W. true). 

4. The rocky ledge extending from 
Pilkey point dries 150 yards from that 
point. 

5. Ragged Island, which is covered 
with small trees, is about 20 feet above 
high water. 

The passage between White rock and 
Ragged island is unsafe. Approximate 
position of White rock: Lat.

MARKS FOR BURNABY REEF. 

Land Marks For the Guidance of Vessels 
Into Vancouver Harbor. 

It is reported to the marine deportment 
by Oapt. Walbran, master of the Do- 
minion government steamer Quadra, 
that in consequence of the building up of 
the city of Vancouver, the leading marks 
given on Admiralty chart No. 922, on the 
line marked C, to show the eastern ex- 
tent of Burnaby reef in Vancouver har- 
bor, are now obscure, and that note ('. 
should consequently be taken oil the 
chart. Capt. Walbran further reports 
that an excellent mark to clear the shoal 
and to guide a vessel to the wharves 
and anchorage is the middle of the new 
and prominent Canadian Pacific- railway 
station at the foot of Granville street, 
in line with the spire of St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian church, bearing south. 
The spire mentioned is the only tall, thin 
spire in the city, and both marks can be- 
easily recognized. When in line ihey 
load "well clear to the eastward of Bur- 
naby reef.

MARINE NOTES. 

The O. I'. R. bulletin announces that 
the White Star liner Teutonic arrived 
safely at New York at 8 p. m. on Wed- 
nesday last. 

The stern-wheel steamer Glenora, 
which was purchased at Victoria by the 
Eraser River and Coast Transportation 
Company, has left Vancouver for the 
Eraser, after a very successful trial 
trip. ■ 

The old dismasted bark Colorado has 
been brought around to Spratt's wharf, 
where she will undergo similar repairs as 
are being made to the Richard III, an- 
other craft of the same description and 
in the same line of business. 

Tug Pilot returned from the Cape last 
evening, leaving behind her in the Straits 
the German ship Osora, for which she 
went out, but found in tow of an Am- 
erican tug. The Osora comes in ballast 
from Shanghai, and is seeking. 

The steamer Cutch sailed for Skagway 
and way ports yesterday afternoon, 
after receiving half a dozen cabin pas- 
sengers and a number of Chinese for 
the northern canneries. She also re- 
ceived considerable freight, including 80 
head of sheep, going through to Atlin 
for A. J. Langley, and some supplies for 
the Casca Trading Co. 

The Northern Pacific steamer Glenoglc 
sailed direct to the Orient from Tacoma 
yesterday. She carried one of the most 
valuable cargoes ever taken from Paget 
Sound, included in which is 1,057,000 
pounds of tobacco from West Virginia 
for Japan. The total value of her cargo 
is $251,000. The Olympia, the next 
steamer of the line, will have even a 
larger cargo than the Glenoglc, 

The C. P. R. steamship Tartar is coal- 
ing at Nanaimo preparatory to the trip 
to the Philippines. She goes after- 
wards to San Francisco, where, as pre- 
viously announced, she enters the Unit- 
ed States government service on a six 
months' commission as a transport. She 
will carry troops to the Philippines and 
on the return voyage will bring horn ■■ 
a large number of United States volun- 
teers, who are to he must.'iv.l out. 

Steamer Dirigo sailed North from the 
Sound last evening as a full-Hedged Al- 
askan mail-carrier. She has a govern- 
ment contract for one year from July 1, 
1S99. Steamer Farallon gave up her 
mail arrangement with the government 
as a regular carrier. The Rosalie still 
carries Alaska mail both ways, as do 
three of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company's Lynn canal liners, the Ori- 
zaba, City of Topeka and Queen. Each 
of the five vessels carrivs a man regular- 
ly clothed with the authority of a rail- 
way postiil clerk. The mail is handled 
by the pursers of the respective ves- 
sels.

The money taken from 
Miller consisted of three Canadian bills 
of the denomination of $100 each, $80 in 
bills of various denominations, and the 
balance in coin. The Nanaimo man ad- 
mits he was having a good time and 
knew where he was, but did not know 
his companions, who had evidently slot- 
ted him earlier in the day when he got 
a $100 bill changed.

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THE BLACK DEATH. 



Story of the Bubonic Plague 
Now Spreading From 
Oriental Home. 



The Black Death, or bubonic plague, 
which broke out lu China, at Hongkong, 
In 18C4, reached Bombay, India, In 1800. 
To-day it is rife In Madagascar, East Africa 
and Manchuria, and has appeared iu Mecca 
and Turkestan. 

In Hongkong the most violent and sweep- 
ing measures, such as destruction of the 
slums In Which it raged, have succeeded 
in putting the epidemic under coutrol, 
though it has not ceased to prey upon the 
natives, and, indeed, is said never to have 
been completely non-existent In that neigh- 
borhood during the past two hundred years. 
In Bombay It increases In virulence and 
the number of its victims each year, so 
that to-day It is slaughtering three hundred 
victims per diem, and its typo Is more 
generally fatal than ever Defore. During 
the first three years Its vigor relaxed at 
the approach of hot weather. This year It 
has Increased in severity with the breaking, 
up of the winter. This Is also the case In 
Calcutta. 

I mentioned three hundred as the num- 
ber of deaths daily In Bombay. Six is the 
reported daily average of plague deaths in 
Calcutta. But these numbers have no 
value. From white citizens, doctors and 
officials and from natives as well, I learned 
that the truth Is not being made known 
by the officials in the various Infected 
localities. 

In a word, had as the plague epidemic 
in India appears to be. It Is, in fact, much 
more serious. It overflowed China: It has 
overflowed India; It Is more than likely at 
any near date to make Its horrible presence 
felt once again in Europe. There Is no 
reason why It may not reach America, per- 
haps even before it passes the lynx-eyed 
barriers which the frightened officials of 
the Mediterranean ports have established 
against It. 

While I was in India iu February and 
March I could not help but pay a great 
deal of attention to this horrible ravager, 
whose victims were carried or even burned 
before my eyes In so mnny places. At the 
same time an Imperial commission was tak- 
ing testimony concerning the Infection, and 
I collected and digested this. I did not 
learn what the plague Is, or how it comes, 
or how to treat It. Neither did the com- 
mission learn these things. We were both 
like the very high official who had visited 
the bedsides of thousands of plague vic- 
tims, and yet said to me: "I know ns much 
nbout the plague ns any man alive, and 
that Is absolutely nothing." 

FOUR KINDS AT ONCE. 
Dr. Koch says that the epidemics In 
China and India were traceable to a per- 
petual seat of the disease In Yunnan, 
China, on the Tibetan border. There are 
other places where the plague Is never 
quiescent. One is In Aslr, south of Mecca. 
A third constant plague spot is Klsiba, in 
the northwest corner of German East 
Africa. He believes that the epidemics 
which linve visited Europe In the past have 
sprung from places In Persia and Mesopo- 
tamia. 

A digest of the more important evidence 
adduced by the commission will not add 
much to the previous sum of human knowl- 
edge on the subject. To begin with, the 
disease at present assumes four forms: 
First, the bubonic, in which the victim 
takes the Infection through the lynphatie 
system; second, the septlcaemie form, 
wherein the dlsense is received directly 
through the blood stream: third, the pneu- 
monic type, taken through the lungs, and 
producing a distinct form or lobular pneu- 
monia; fourth, the form Induced by direct 
absorption of the poison through the gas- 
trointestinal canal. It sometimes occurs 
In such a mild form ns to allow the patient 
to continue at his work. 

Infants in arms seem Immune: the dis- 
ease is milder In children than in adults: 
women, and especially such as are preg- 
nant, are especially liable to contract It. 
and to die of It. Stout persons succumb to 
it sooner than thin men. though those of 
poor physique die of it quickly -even In 
twenty-four hours. The period of Incuba- 
tion varies from three t» fourteen days 
the period differing with different forms of 
the disease. These different forms are by 
some experts snld to bo quite distinct, and 
not to merge with one another. When a 
patient recovers from the plumonary form, 
lie speaks like u baby, and suffers a com- 
plete loss of memory of words. In this 
state he continues a long time, even a year, 
and sometimes eighteen months. Fever 
accompanies the plague in all Its forms, 
nnd In the bubonic type the buboes appear 
early, though they have been known to be 
delayed until eight days after the fever. 

White persons consider themselves Im- 
mune In India, and. I believe, only sixteen 
deaths have taken place among them from 
plague In three years. It must lie under- 
stood, at this point, that even among the 
native Indians the plague mainly selects 
as its victims the poor, the underfed, the 
overcrowded, the dirty and the weak. What 
we would call the slums are Its feeding- 
grounds. There are no such white pennle 
and no such white quarters in the Indian 
cities. There Is no pretence that the dis- 
ease would not. ravage the whites were the 
case different. No one doubts that it would 
sweep like a fire through the slums of the 
European cities once It got a foothold. 
The nnxletv of the French. Italians. Span- 
ish and Creeks to keep it out of their ports 
proves how well they understand this. 
History is even more eloquent of its power 
to thin Oancnai nnj< wn r m s. 
— Monkevs, which are numerous and are 
never harmed In India, contract the plague 
readily and frequently. Their death In 
the neighborhood of plague-infected spots 
have boon noticed in many parts or India. 
The subject came up frequently, and al- 
ways eorroboratlvely, before the plague 
commission. Professor Hnffkine declares 
that seven monkeys were observed to drop 
dead out of a tr ii Gadng. and examina- 
tion of their organs showed thai plnBUO had 
killed them. In 1H!>7 two dozen monkevs 
were found dead lu the streets of one muni- 
cipality and examination of six of them re- 
vealed' the plague bacilli. Squirrels also 
fikc the Infection. This has been scienti- 
fically proved beyond any doubt. lints, 
from' t lie beginning of the outbreak, have 



been known to be carriers of the disease. 
Professor Haffklne says: "Apart from hy- 
drophobia, glanders, anthrax nud a few 
skin and hair diseases which do not exist 
in men in epidemic form, plague is the only 
disease with regard to which it Is now cer- 
tainly known that it effects epidemically 
both human communities and animals." 

HOW PLAGUE TRAVELS. 

Animals spread the dlsense by their 
evacuations, by poisoning with the germs 
such water as Is used* by them and human 
beings, and— Iu all likelihood— by means of 
(he Insects which are common to them 
and men, or to them and the houses of 
men. Surgeon-Major Dimmlck, of Bombay, 
an expert, declared the methods of Infec- 
tion to be by the secretions of patients or 
Infected animals, by rats, and perhaps by 
insects. In the neighborhood of a plague 
patient, dark, overcrowded, unventllated 
rooms were the main site of the retention 
of the poison, and also underground drains. 
The overcrowding of people In such places, 
lie said, was the maiu means of plague dis- 
tribution. 

Colonel Adams, a medical officer, declared 
It proved that the Infection Is carried a 
long way In clothing, and to a limited ex- 
tent by rats. Another medical officer 
swore that where lie bad studied the plague 
the natives called il •'the rats' disease." 

Dr. Underwood, of Bombay, suld that the 
plague is spread by overcrowding, re- 
breathed air, and aerial stagnation. lie 
declared that rats were found in larger 
numbers during the plague than before. 
"There wore migrating from one place to 
another, appeared to lie in a state of In- 
toxication, and would not notice human 
beings when they came across them." A 
singular bit of testimony, by Captain Wil- 
kinson, of the Indian medical service, was 
of a single case of plague in a village where 
no native communicated with the patient. 
The only other victims of the disease were 
rats. A sanitary Inspector In the Junjab 
knew of a case where plague-stricken rats

This encourages the notion that they 
wound their feet ami then take In the 
germs iu the dirt of the streets. 

A Dr. Slilkare, of Bombay, acknowledged 
faith in this theory. He said that in bu- 
bonic plague the poison enters the system 
through small wounds and abrasions. The 
habit of walking barefooted on the part of 
the natives explained the predomlnence of 
buboes In the groins of patients. He had 
seen an occipital bubo where a man's head 
had been recently shaved and had probably 
been wounded by a razor. He said that 
other means of spreading the plague were 
by infected persons. Infected rats and in- 
fected air. By such air pneumonic plague 
was spread. 

In general It lias been easy to see how 
the plague has travelled from place to 
place between Hongkong in 1801 and the 
settlements of Indian laborers in East 
Africa In 1808. Whether it was carried In 
grain or clothing, or by rats or vermin, or 
in the system of infected persons, the main 
fact of free and frequent communication 
between old plague spots nnd new plague 
spots was olear and significant. But the 
plague, made a startling leap when, like 
a bolt of lightning. It struck the village of 
Augznp, in. Turkestan. 

NO CLIMATE RESISTS IT. 

Augznp is fourteen thousand feet above 
the sen level, on the mountains, where the 
continual climate Is cold and dry. as dia- 
metrically tile opposite of the steaming 
climates of Hongkong, Calcutta ami Bom- 
bay as It Is possible for meteorological con- 
ditions to he upon this earth. 

The place Is in Russian Turkestan. L'OO 
miles from Samarkand. The only means 
of reaching It. except by birds or goats, are 
described as paths over ledges on the 
mountain sides, so dangerous as to deter 
the ordinary traveller. The plnce contain- 
ed fiOO souls last autumn, but suddenly the 
plague broke out. nnd before Intelligent 
help came 37K of the villagers had died of 
It. Three others who fell 111 of the disease 
recovered their health. 

No one knows how the germs came or 
were brought there, but ns the outbreak 
and the visit of a fakir, or holy man, were 
simultaneous, the Importation Is generally 
credited to ulin. Hi- was originally of the 
village, bin pursued the wandering life of 
those mendicant sages who abound In tin' 
East, Hut thai outbreak in the mountains 
will be of Incalculable value If Its moral Is 
evident to all of us. It showed that the 
plague can rage anywhere, and does not 
need heal and humid atmosphere to for- 
ward il. Marseilles Is afraid of II. and 
.Mall a and Nnjlos. Rut the loHson of this 
warning Is (but all people need fear it-

Ulnae, or In Deliver. Colorado. 

Mere recently still l he plague broke out 
among Ihe luborers ut work en the new 
ltusslnii railway through Manchuria, which 
is to connect the Trans-Siberian railway 
with Porl Arthur and the. Pacific. Still 
Inter II has appeared at Mecca. Il Is no! 
disputed thai the outbreak in Madagascar 
followed the arrival of n shipment of rice 
from Bombay, nnd It Is a curious fact thai 
many students of the outbreak In Bombay 
date It from the nrrlvul of n cargo of rice 
from Hongkong, 

EUROPM POORLY PROTECTED. 
The Venice conference of 1S!»7. designing 
to protect Europe, established measures 
towards that end, first by rigorous precau- 
tions at the Indian ports of departure, next 
by the raising of a second line of defence 
in (lie Ited Sen and the Persian Gulf, and, 
finally, by Jealous care in the European 
ports or arrival. The famous French san- 
itarian. Dr. Proust, hns recently declared 
thnt two points or wenkness have develop- 
ed since these regulations were established. 
The first is that pilgrims are now allowed 
to go to Mecca from India— a most danger- 
ous practice— and the second is that the 
Indian authorities are remiss In enforcing 
the required precautionary measures ut 
their port:- of shipment of cargoes and pas- 
He Is right us to the Indian I mp-lioto ni 
lenst. The precautions taken against the 
itprend of Ihe plague from Indian ports are 
more absurd than none at all would lie. 
In the delicate situation In which the Eng- 
lish are placed In India there Is a feverish 
desire neither to anger the natives nor to 
alarm the world outside. It Is Impossible 



to conceive a situation requiring daintier 
handling than the one which confronts 
Croat Britain In her empire colony; and of 
one thing we Americans and all others 
may he sure— we should not be uble to 
manage the case any better. Still, that 
consideration does not alter the facts, 
which are full of peril to all Christendom. 
CARRYING FEVER GERMS. 
There Is a phase of the situation which 
the Imaginative »r nervous mind will read- 
ily assume to he the worst of nil— at leiiBt 
in the threat is carries of danger to the 
world at large. I refer to the exporting of 
plague germs to every corner of Christen- 
dom by the doctors and the medical stu- 
dents who have gone to India, first from 
.Tapaa, and since from every part of Europe 
and America, to study the epidemic. 

For three years this scattering of these 
germs has gone on, and as I left India the 
Bombay Gazette declared that it still con- 
tinues. "We believe wc me right," the 
editor writes, "in stating that perhaps 
none of the special medical officers who 
has left Bombay omitted to carry away 
with him a tube of microbes 'to enable 
htm to study the plague.' There 1* a by- 
law which forbids the carrying of matches 
or explosives on board steamers, and yet 
the carrying of tons of gunpowder or dyna- 
mite Is not so dangerous as the tiny tube 
of cultures carried by an Irresponsible med- 
ico. . . . The possibilities of a little plilal 
o£ microbes ore Incalculable. They might 
decimate the population of a great: city." 
The plea of the editor Is that the carrying 
of plague cultures be made a criminal 
offence. One would Imagine that though 
tin- Indian officials may show no concern 
ut the loss of that of which they already 
have too much, other governments, at 
whoso people the danger Is aimed, may 
realize the enormity of the crime. As It 
Is. the apex of the ridiculous is reached In 
those ports which trade with India and 
now compel u traveller to take a sulphur 
bath and have his clothing disinfected, nnd 
yet allow him to walk ashore with a bottle 
of germs which may easily destroy more 
lives thnn would be lost In n war of the 
first magnitude. In justification of nervous 
apprehension on this score, It must he 
admitted thai the small animals on which 
doctors and students experiment with these 
plague germs In America nud Europe are 
declared by many Indian officials to be the 
means of the plague's spreading (and of Its 
Introduction) in India. 

The Russians are the first to take a step 
beyond the establishment of seaport nuur- 
nntlno regulations against this blank 
shadow which Is slowly lengthening across 
the globe nnd menacing the whole of It. A 
Caucasian prince, George Orbelianl. form- 
erly in the army of the Czar and a member 
of the Afghan delimitation commission, 
hopes to succeed In establishing an Inter- 
national sanitary league which can supply 
to places where the Infection has taken 
root n staff of bateriologists, doctors, chem- 
ists and nurses, nil possessed of three 
years' experience in dealing With the plague 
either in Hongkong or India. Not only 
where the plague Is. but where It may ap- 
pear, these specialists are to bo sent. 
Prince George Orbelianl Is now in Bombay 
upon this mission, nnd will go from there 
to Madagascar. East Africa and Manchuria, 
studying the plague on bis own account lu 
all these places.

refreshments when attractions arc 
held III the bicycle track, golf links, etc., 
together witli tile fact that it is one of 
the most beautiful and frequented drives 
out of Victoria, and still they exact from 
them hut $100 license fee. The place 
referred to is the Mount Baker hotel. 
Oak Bay. Will the members of the 
cabinet or you. Mr. Editor, explain this 
nillgular and unjust extortion from a 
locality that was so shamefully treated 
at the hands of the last house, \V„Cn 
about I he only resident population now 
in EsquimaU are navy people, who were 
disfranchised then, and now they insist 
on including these same people in a count 
in order to make the required fifty by 
which thev collect this increased fee.

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ROADS IX CARIBOO. 

Sir: Having recently made a trip through 
the Cariboo country, visiting the mines In 
the different sections, and realizing the 
Interest that Victoria should take in the 
development work throughout Catlboo, I 
am taking the liberty of asking yen. by 
means ot this letter, to use your best 
efforts to secure proper appropriations for 
tin' repaln and maintenance of the Forks 
of Quesuelle and Horsefly roads. 

Cariboo has always drawn hugely on 
Victoria wholesale merchants for its sup- 
idles and scarcely a month passes but 
that travelling men representing your firms 

pass up the Carll -nail, and as a rule 

tht-v express themselves as highly grittllleil 
with the treatment they receive from the 
merchants of the upper country. Victoria, 
then. Is well treated and her members of 
the legislature should In all reason give 
all the assistance they can so far as road 
building Is coneeriii'il in Cariboo. The 
road from the 150-Mile House tn Quesnelle 
Forks and tie- Horsefly tn the 150-Mile 
House Is sliuplv almost Impassable. The 
appropriations have ranged for the past 
live years from S'J.OOil for the Forks of 
(jucstu'lle mad, "d miles In length; tn the 
Horsefly. nines in length, $1.0011 or fl.SUO. 
This year the sum fur the two roads Is 
S-.OO0 for tlie former, and $1,200 for the 
latter. To be appreciated this rend must 
be travelled, and If any of your readers 
would ai tempt the Journey of 51 miles 
from 1 be I fit I to Quesnelle Forks they 
would see ill once the utter folly of the 
attempt to do any thing In the way of 
mad construction or repair with $2,000. It 
Is scarcely suf tleleat to till up half a dozen 
of tic mud boles on the way. There are 
crooks tn bridge, mountains to climb and 
swampy sections to corduroy, lairge quan- 
tities of supplies and heavy mining ma- 
chinery are being taken In over these roads 
and except in the winter, when the sleigh- 
ing is usually fair, it is simply enough 
to cause a mining 1111111 to leave the coun- 
try In disgust to be obliged to get his 
machinery over such roads. As an Instance, 
during the time that 1 was 011 the Horsefly 
road some two weeks since, Senator Camp- 
bell was getting In some heavy machinery 
for the Miocene mine. A holler weighing 
11,000 pounds was the heaviest piece. It 
was utterly Impossible to get a wagon 
through loaded, and I've miles from the 
150 the holler was unloaded mid put on 
skids, twelve or fourteen animals hitched 
1,1 them and In this way hauled through 
the mild and slush a distance of more than 
Si miles nt o very large cost to the com- 
pany and taking iqi much valuable lime. 

This matter Is not and should not be 
considered In any sense a political ques- 
tion, but simply a question of doing right 
by Hie country. Cariboo is tributary to 
Victoria and Vancouver ami should have 
the support of its people towards Its de- 
velopment, flood mads are essential. 
There should be appropriations <>r not less 
limn S20.000 for the Forks am 1

there Is not money in the treasiir; 
these ihlngs. but when year Cariboo tax- 
pavers read thai the province has offered 
a million dollars towards the const met Ion 
nf a cable from Australia, it Is very dif- 
ficult to get them to understand why they 
should lie compelled to drag their goods 
and machinery over t lie wretched lines 
known as the Forks of Quesnelle and 
Horsetly mails year after year. 

The appropriations five years ago and ever 
since should have been more, hut the limit 

Pas 1 11 reached now, and something 

should assuredly he done. Three thousand 
two hundred dollars, the -11111 total appro- 
printed for work on these roads this season, 
will amount to absolutely nothing except 
the temporary repair of a few of the «orst 
places. It requires time and work. Horse 
feed Is expensive, and by the time gangs 
of men are established nl the road camps 
and horse feed provided there Is very Utile 
h t't with which to do work. 

I trust the Colonist will give this sub- 
lect favorable notice and thai nil the f'oiisl 
neon'" will ii"ite with Cariboo members In 
securing 11 liberal iionrourlallon for Hi's 
much neglected section.
